COMET'S TAIL1 BADLY BENT. 


Princeton. 
N. H., May 19.— The 


earth did not plunge through the tail 
of Halley's comet at the time scheduled 
by astronomers, according 
to 
Prof. 


Henry Norrls Russell, of 
Princeton, 


and Seacchus Daniel, the discoverer of 
three comets, but was several hours 
late In making the Journey. This fail- 
ure of the comet to be on time, they 
said today, was due to the fact that 
the tail had developed a pronounced- 
curve and It was long after sun-up In 
this section of the country before the

Prof. Russell at 2:45 a. m. noticed 


a distinct streak of light In the east 
that resembled the milky way.

It was possible for the Inhabitants of 
Hawaii and possibly the astronomers 
at the Lick observatory In California 
to detect In the darkness of the passage 
through' the tall. Prof. Russell added 
that the reason why most astronomers 
had not been able to toll that the tall 
was curved was because they had been 
looking, at the tail edgewise. Mr. Dan- 
iel said today that he also noticed the 
light in the east shortly before 3 a. m. 
and also suggested that the earth had 
not passed through the tall of the 
comet1 because of the curvature of the 
appendage. He expressed the 
belief 


that the passing of the earth through 
the tail would make the curve more 
pronounced. The time at which the 
earth made the passage, he said, could 
not be ascertained at Princeton, be- 
cause the arch of the curve was not 
known there.

Mr. Daniel explained that it.was not 
nusual for comet tails to be curved 
nd called attention to the fact that 
he comet of January, 1910, had a dis- 
Inct curved fall.

3. It is possible that all calculations 


are wrong and that the comet has not 
yet passed- the earth. As nearly as 
could be computed, the period of the 
appearance of the comet's tall In the 
east extended from 10:38 o'clock. Wed- 
nesday night to 3:20 o'clock this morn- 
ing. It was still plainly visible at a 
time when the astronomers were con- 
fident the earth would have 
passed 


completely through the tall. 


Prof. Frost's Statement 


After leaving' his telescope at day- 


break, Prof. Frost issued the following 
stfatement: 
"Greater than all the theories ant 


all the computations are the facts. Ant 
the fact Is that the tall of Halley's 
comet has been appearing in the eas 
In practically the same position as I 
appeared yesterday morning. There is

guards barracks in the city of Pinar del 
Rio was demoljshed by an explosion of 
dynamite late yesterday. 
There Is 


reason, however, for the hope that the 
fatalities did not exceed fifty. The 
wounded will number more than one 
hundred, It Is believed. 
It is almost 


certain that the explosion resulted 
from the accidental fall of a. case of 
dynamite from the hands of an em- 
ploye of the public works department 
who, with others was loading upon 
wagons 72 cases of the explosive which 
were to be transferred from the bar- 
racks to the government magazine In 
the city. 


Family Wiped Out. 


Among the bodies recovered were 


those of'Captain Alfredo Ravenna, of 
the rural guards, his wife and three 
children. 
With 'the exception of a 


daughter, Graciella, the whole family 
perished with the destruction of their 
home. Andrea, daughter of E. Gomls. 
the Spanish consul at Pinar del Rio, 
could not be found today, and it is 
believed that she was killed. 
The 


quantity of dynamite exploded was 
nearly three tons. 
This morning 2S 


bodies have been recovered and forty 
Injured persons have been taken to 
the hospitals. 


The barracks was a massive build- 


ing of Spanish construction and occu- 
pied an eminence in the outskirts of 
the city to the nortn.

Orders Dynamite Removed. 


Recently the barracks was occupied 


by the public works department and 
four troops of rural cavalry- In con- 
sequence of the alarm over race dis- 
turbances the government ordered all 
deposits of dynamite In the vicinity In 
the possession of contractors for road 
construction and other public works to 
be removed to the barracks for safe 
keeping. 


Yesterday afternoon the work of re- 


moving the dynamite from the bar- 
racks for shipment to the government 
magazines in Havana was begun by 
employes of the public works depart- 
ment, assisted by rural guards. 


They were engaged In loading cases 


of the dynamite on wagons when a ter- 
rific explosion occurred, Instantly fol- 
lowed by another, strewing the central- 
court In which the1 work w,as^golng on 
with dead and wounded. The barracks 
building wag destroyed, the adjacent 
row of officers' quarters , demolished, 
and the whole northern section of the 
city deluged with fragments of mason- 
ry.

Hearing jplays 
a 
very Important 


part in our lives u-hen'it assists vis In 
gaining health. How does It do this, 
you ask. One way that the ear accom- 
plishes this result is through music. 


Every child should be taught as 


much about music and sound as time 
will permit. I understand your pro- 
test. It's old and shows your ignor- 
ance. All children can not become 
Paderewskis or Malbas. That is not 
the idea. 
Being an artist is vastly 


different from tho fundamental prlcl- 
ples music and tone represent. What 
does hearing stand for In shaping a 
musician's career? A great deal. The 
making of a great pianist or singer Is 
grand, but It docs not start to carry 
out the dlvlno cnfl ot hearing. 


Every cell In the body is tuned to n. 


certain pitch. A certain vibration will 
create greater activity In each cell. If 
:hc vibration from outside Is In 'har- 
mony with the vibration of the cell, bet- 
ter health In the cell follows. If the 
vibration Is discordant. Irritation Is the 
result. 
That kind of activity In the 


ce]l Is harmful to health. . 


How quickly wo become" Irritated at 


annoying sounds, or how noon soothed 
hy music we love. Th« right vibra- 
tions must bo struck to produce this 
result.

music will assist In the cure of some 
kinds of insanity.

There are several reasons why we 


should give the greatest care to the In- 
strument ear aside from' the pleasure 
derived from the act ot hearing. To re- 
pent, there are vibrations in the out- 
side, world to which every little cell In 
our oodles correspond. We can tell a 
dent person from the expression of his 
face. The nerves and muscles are dut 
of tune, or have not been developed 
through the sense of hearing. 


When It comes to education we 


should,remember that no one can have 


a perfect memory who Is deaf, as the 
ear is one of the principal Instruments 
for developing 
that portion 
of • the 


brain. A deaf person has not the same 
command of his feet or hands as has 
one who has good hearing. The vi- 
brations are lower in every cell of his 
body, and all the other senses are ab- 
normally developed on account of be- 
ing overtaxed. 


Each individual ear has a particular 


vibration in the outside world which 
affects it as no other one can. Some 
ears can distinguish each Instrument 
In a grand orchestra at the same mo- 
ment. Another can turn;'a deaf ear 
to the cannon's roar and at .the .same 
time hear the faintest move of a sick 
child. This is not an -unusual occur- 
rence 
with a mother^ who through 


fatigue from long vigilance 'over her 
child's bed, falls asleep. Her ear is 
pitched to catch the slightest sound of 
the beloved one, but all other noises 
fall on her ear as if she were deaf. 


Side by side with the mechanical 


eyes which the mind has constructed 
stands the telephone. On the process 
of evolution of the physical*ear made 
to hear a few feet only, the mind 
spent ages, but to make the long-dis- 
tance ear, the telephone, which enables 
us to hear thousands of miles, she 
spent in comparison only a moment. | 


This wonderfully constructed Instyu-, 


ment Is one of the most abused of all 
the senses. Its power for good has 
never been rightly understood. If t 
were to be cultivated to its highest pos- 
sibilities, the following are a few of its 
"wonder-making accomplishments: Dis- 
ease would 'n a great measure disap- 
pear; the monstrosities would be so 
reduced in number that they would 
have to be confined In a "zoo" to keep 
themftfrom becoming extinct. "What?" 
you ask, "can taste do all this?" Yes. 
Every human being will be normal: no 
more fat ones; no more skinny ones; 
no more tall ones: no more short ones: 
no more blue or 
disgruntled ones; 


suicide a thing of the past; old age no 
more under our noses at every turn 
w« take. We will grow old, of course, 
but we will do it gracefully.

The balloon 
was held captive by the drag rope. 


Voyage Is Resumed.

The aerial voyage was resume's : at 


8:45 
and all ballast except eight bags 


had to be sacrificed. Unknown to the 
' pilot the balloon" changed its course 
from west to north, x 


Just as the balloon was about to 


land a Ireisht train began to. move Di- 
rectly under the balloon. The balloon 
drag rope barely missed being caught 
by the caboose of the train. The'land- 
ing was made in a. wheat field. Two 
streams were waded by the three men- 
who were pushing the balloon toward 
a farni house. It was 2 o'clock this 
morning before the farm house was 
reached, and the gas bag deflated. Prof. 
James said he did not s*e any traces 
of the comet's tail, although he often 
scanned the heavens with his telescope. 


The balloon at no time reached a 


very high altitude. 


. Noticed No Phenomena. 


"I noticed no phenomena which I 


could confidently attribute to the effect 
of the passing of the comet's tall. In 
which we rode for two hours," said 
"Prof. James. 


"If the- earth' passed 
through the 


comet's tall, the voyage proved there 
is no danger, even. In the upper ajr 
strata, from the whisking of a comet's 
tall across the earth. . 


"It confirmed the scientific opinion 


as to the vacuum-like, tenuity of the 
comet's constituency. 
It proved that 


no perceptible Quantity, If any. of the 
comet's gases was Ale to penetrate 
the earth's atmosphere."

of flour, two te^spoonfuls of baking 
powdeV, one-half teaspoonful of salt. 


I one large tablespoonful of butter and 
I one large tablespoonful of lard.

Mix flour, baklny powder and salt 


with the butter and the lard, moisten 
with milk and mould into one large 
loaf or biscuit. 
The above amount 


will provide fair sized portions for 
eight persons. The filling consists of 
one box Of strawberries, the whites of 
two eggs and three cups of, powdered 
tugar. 


Save out about twenty of the larg- 


est and. finest berries for the top. 
Mash one-half of the balance and mix 
them with the whites of eggs, which 


j already have been beaten with one 


cup of sugar. Beat 
the 
fruit and 


whites of eggs mixture together, add- 
ing the balance of the sugar until the 
filling is very 'stiff 
and 
will stand 


alone. 
This requires some patience, 


but the result will repay the trouble. 
Then split the biscuit in half after it 
is cold. 


Cover the lower half with a layer of 


filling- and then the berrlea, which In 
turn are covered wltb. Slfng. Put on 
the top half of the biscuit, cover It 
with filling and decorate with the large 
berries which were reserved for that 
purpose.

There are other recipes which hare 


boen In use,, as may be seen In the 
cook books, but they generally con- 
tain some direction about serving with 
cream, which Is looked upon In many 
direction* aa a. gastronomic heresy.

"Shortcake Is not served any more 


at the high class restaurants," he said 
yesterday, "for the objection has been 
made that in Its original form It caused 
Indigestion. It Is really a blgcult-wlih 
strawberries, and In order to produce 
It some lard must be used. The so- 
called shortcakes which are foundi now 
In many restaurants are .merely sponge 
cake layers on which the strawberries 
are laid. I do not know that any of 
the old fashioned variety cat be ob- 
tained In New York.

"The use of cream with strawberries 


and other shortcake U to be avoid"/], 
for It produces combinations which 
Impair the digestion and cause dis- 
tress. The*strawberry Is a fruit much 
abused. It should never be served In 
such a way that lt» flavor Is Impaired 
or disguised. 
'< 


"Several years ago I Introduced 


•Strawberries Polonaise,' which con- 
sists simply of sound ripe berries over 
which a little lemon Juice has beo.n 
placed, and they are then sweetens^ 
with powdered sugar. There forms a 
thin syrup of delicious flavor in which 
the natural taste of the strawberry Is 
enhanced. 
The acids of the straw- 


berries and the lemon combine In such 
an agreeable way that the dish may 
be eaten without affecting the most 
delicate digestion." 


Strawberries also may be served In 


tarts, but here the objection Is again 
raised that the pastry might prove 
disturbing. As to that I often have 
doubts, for 
in France and England 


pastries are constantly eaten by all 
classes and Indigestion is a rare ail- 
ment. I am Inclined to think that In 
this country 
the 
drinking 
of Iced 


water has more to do with causing 
that American disease than any other 
factor. 


Investigation made through the hotel 


district has at the moment of going 
to press revealed no visible supply of 
real old fashioned shortcake.
